Because a white wo- | 
man was assaulted by a negro years | 
ago in Green township, where the 
negro Gray seeks to make his resi- 
dence, the mob edict that no negro 
Shall live in the township has been) 
strictly enforced. Gray is made to” 
suffer, not so much because of an- | 
other negro’s old crime, but because 
of his race. The fact that he is a 
negro arouses a violent prejudice in 
the breasts of those Ohio villagers 
that can ‘only be likened to the anti- 
Sematic rage of the ignorant Rus- 
sians. 

The Louisville Times, speaking of 
the Dent affair, says: 

In their treatment of the colored broth- 
er, northerners’§ are invariably more 
brutal than the former slave owners ol 
the south, but there are few cases upon 
record which evidence such unjustifiable 
prejudice as exists in Dent.

Bankruptcy—The 
Suit Involves About 
$360,000. 


The supreme court of Georgia has just 
rendered a decision in a involving 
a most important point [In corporation 
law, and one which puts the state upon 
ithe high plane of dealing in good faith 
all creditors concerns 
which it creates by its charter powers. 

Tne supreme court holds in the case 
of Allen vy. Grant, trustee in bank- 
ruptcy, that a subscriber to the capital 
‘stock in a corporation becomes a parti- 
cipant in a trust fund for the benefit of 
the creditors of the concern, and is Hable 
for the full value of that stock, dollar 
for dollar. This liability also attaches 
to the transferee of such stock where 
he has knowledge of the facts and knows 
that its full value has not been paid in 
to the corporation. 

The Allen-Miles company was a big cor- 
| poration engaged in the saddle and 
| leather business in Atlanta and Buford, 
|Ga., and in New Orleans, La. The fallure 
of this company was one of the biggest 
in Georgia in some years, Peter G. Grant 
was appointed by Judge W. T. Newman, 
of the United States court, trustee in 

bankruptcy for the company, whose 

Capital stock was supposed to be $400.- 
| 000. It was claimed, however, that only 
| about ten per cent of this amount had 
actually been pald In. 

Mr. Grant, as trustee in bankruptcy, 
brought suit in the superior court of 
Fulton county against Bona Allen, Sr., 
Bona Allen, Jr., and J. Q. Allen, of 
Gwinnett county; E. O. Miles and @ lL. 
Allen, of Atlanta, for unpaid stock sub- 
scriptions and against Bona Allen,, Sr., 
for $264,700 less ten per cent, ag trans- 
feree of unpaid stock subscriptions. 
The stockholders were also sued for 
$114,000 less ten per cent, on stock which 
had not been transferred. 


Property Was Overvalued. 

it was charged that E. O. Miles and 
Cc. L. Allen transferred certain property 
to the corporation at a gross overvalua- 
tion. In fact, it was alleged that this 
property was not worth over ten per 
cent of the amount of the stock issued, 
On the faith of the claim that the capital 
stock was $400,000, the company, it fs 
claimed, contracted liabilities to nearly 
that amount, and suit was brought 
against the stockholders, as stated, to 
make them pay in the difference for the 
benefit of the creditors. 

The defendants filed a demurrer to the 
petition, which was overruled by Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin in which decision the 
supreme court now sustains him. 

In its decision, the supreme court sets 
up the corporation law of the state. It 
holds, in effect, that when a person sub- 
scribes to the capital stock of a corpora- 
tion, he must pay in the full amount of 
such subscription, dollar for dollar, The 
| court holds that the creditors of a cor- 
poration have a right to look to this as a 
| trust fund for the payment of Its debts, 
and that any such unpaid subscriptions 
can be collected in by a trustee in bank- 
ruptcy in behalf of all the creditors. The 
supreme court also holds that a trans- 
ferree of such stock who takes it with 
a knowledge of the situation, becomes 
hable as would an original subscriber. 


Puts Georgia on High Plane. 

This decision, it will be seen, puts Geor- 
gia on a plane with those states which: 
require perfect good faith in the organt- 
zation of corporations. The opinion was 
written by Justice Joseph H. Lamar, who 
has just resigned his seat on the su- 
preme bench and who will be succeeded 
by Judge Lumpkin, whose decision in 
this case the supreme court has sus- 
tained. 

The supreme court has thus decided 
the law in the case and it will now come 
up in the superior court for a trial on 
the facts involved. The suit as stated, in- 
volves about $360,000, which is demanded 
by the trustee in bankruptcy for the 
benefit of the creditors.
